Columbus, Dec. 29.— State Auditor 
Joseph T. Tracy has offered Repre­ 
sentative 
Silver 
two 
suggestions 
which he thinks would help shorten 
the session of the new general as 
sembly. 
Tracy suggests that all

*uch important subjects as taxation 
the automobile problem and others he 
introduced in the two houses at the 
same time. 
His plan then calls for 
joint session of 
the legislature, to 
which the bills Just introduced would 
be given a hearing and proponents 
and opponents 
could 
debate 
their 
merits. 
Under the present system a bill is 
Introduced in the house, debated and 
all the formalities attended to, and 
then it does not come before the sen­ 
ate for a month or so, Tracy points 
out. 
Then the same speeches agal" 
are made, there is the same debate 
and the bill finally c^Ties up for re­ 
jection or approval. 
Tracy’s sugges­ 
tion, if approved by the solons, would 
certainly accomplish a great deal in 
a short time. 
The other plan of the state auditor 
concerns the Junketing trips members 
of the finance committees 
take to 
state institutions. 
During the time 
the legislature is in session members 
of those committees, usually some of 
the most important in the general as­ 
sembly, leave Columbbs on Thursdays 
and do not return until Monday, the

L. A. Boulay, state highway direc­ 
tor, announced some time ago that he 
was strongly In favor of a state high­ 
way police system, and, of course, the 
farmers would welcome it. Protection 
against crime and supervision of high­ 
ways would be the main function of 
such an organiztion, and its backers 
•ay use of the police in labor disturb 
•noes would be forbidden.

no uncertain terms. 
The tax burden, 
Winston said, should be lightened on 
the “ professional man, the man mak­ 
ing his fortune, the man initiating 
aewf projects, the man staying In bus­ 
iness, the man adventuring in new 
business."

Washington, Dec. 29.— Secretary of 
Labor James J. Davis, who is now ta 
Argentina, is quoted as saying that 
850,000 aliens have been 
smuggled 
into this country every year in viola­ 
tion pf the immigration laws. 
There 
are 
indications 
that 
the 
smuggiing of immigrants has become 
an international business, with profits 
running into the millions annually, A 
high official of the department of la­ 
bor said: 
"There is no doubt that these smug­ 
glers have their agents in 
foreign 
countries, 
They are exceedingly us 
scrupulous 
in 
the 
methods 
used. 
Many of those'Whom they contract co 
land on the soil of the United States 
have no idea, or only the very vaguest 
notion, of the country to which they 
have agreed to come. 
They are, In 
many cases, promised the most ex­ 
travagant wages and other equally 
fictitious inducements. 
"If they are so unsophisticated as 
to have paid a sufficient part of the 
sum demanded before actually land­ 
ing they are likely to be left stranded 
in the 
adjoining 
territory through 
which they were to have passed, such 
as Mexico or Cuba. 
For example, au­ 
thorities have told me that in April 
of this year there were 150,000 of 
these stranded aliens in Cuba, who 
were hoping to land in this country. 
“ The fees charged for getting ille­ 
gal immigrants into our country v a r y 
rom $1,000 down to $25. 
From the 
latter amount up to $.100 is the usual 
fee for bringing them from Cuba to 
the mainland. 
In the caw of those 
Tho wish to slip over the Mexican 
border the fee may run down as low 
as $5 and $10." 
In his annual report, Secretary of 
Labor Davis devotes much space to 
this form of bootlegging: 
"Boatload. 
after boat'.cad have been apprehended 
by our officers on the Florida coast,’ 
he says. 
"Strange as it may seem 
most of the arrests have occurred be 
tween Cedar Key and Sarasota, Fla. 
notwithstanding that territory is con­ 
siderably north 
of 
Key West, th** 
nearest point to Cuba, the country 
whence the smuggling aliens came, 
although our officers operating In con­ 
nection with the coast guard have /ap­ 
prehended as far north as New Or­ 
leans a boatload of European aliens 
who 
started 
frojn 
Havana, 
Cuba. 
What applies to the smuggling situa­ 
tion in Florida and on the Gulf coast, 
with respect to aliens of European 
origin, is equally true of those of 
Asiatic origin on the Pacific coast. 
"On the Canadian border, the im­

con­ 
fronted with troubles hardly less than 
those 
which 
prevail 
on 
the 
Rio 
Grande. 
The principal differences is 
the races concerned.’*

, on the place, and she kept it seven 
years. 
Then a Milwaukee Jeweler came 
upon the scene and offered the woman 
a dollar for the queer stone. 
She 
thought this a good bargain and lie 
went off with the stone in his pocket. 
An expert informed the jeweler that 
I he had acquired a 15-carat diamond, 
worth some $300. 
By this time the woman at Eagle 
had learned the facts of the case and 
I offered the jeweler $1.10 for the sud*

profit and the woman sued him for 
the full value of the diamond.

Scientist Discounts Tests 
Releasing Atomic Energy 
Princeton. N. J.—The practical valne 
of the discovery of Dr. Gerald Wendt 
at Pennsylvania State college of re­ 
leasing atomic energy was discounted 
by Prof. Lauder W. Jones, head of the 
department of chemistry' at Princeton 
university. 
Professor Jones lins worked with 
Doctor Wendt during the war in the 
chemical welfare department at Wash­ 
ington, und from personal acquaint­ 
ance stated that Doctor Wendt’s dis­ 
covery had probably been overempha­ 
sized by the press, since the scientist 
himself is reticent about his work. 
Professor Jones said: 
“I realize that even the possibility 
* of the discovery of u method to release 
I the untold energy contained in atoms 
I is a laudable achievement, but I urn 
skeptical of its immediate economic 
I Importance. 
“The practical value of the discov- 
j ery is at present, of course, negligible. 
Scientists are able to produce synthet­ 
ic rubber, and tho presence of gold 
, in the sea is kno^n. but converting 18dec3mosd&w. 
; this knowledge into something of com­ 
mercial importance is so expensive 
and cumbersome as to be worthless.

Then the sam e speeches agai" 
a re made, the re is the sam e debate 
and the bill finally r i e s up for re ­ 
jection or approval. 
T ra c y’s sugges­ 
tion, if approved by the solons, would 
certainly accom plish a great deal in 
a short time. 
T he other plan of the sta te auditor 
concerns the Junketing trips m em bers 
of the 
finance com m ittees 
tak e to 
sta te institutions. 
During the tim e 
the legislature is in session m em bers

cises income Tax Law. 


W ashington, Dec. 29.— Ga rra rd M. 
vVinston, under secretary of the tre a s ­ 
ury, criticises the income tax law in 
no uncertain term s. 
The tax burden, 


W inston said, should he lightened on 
the “ professional man, the man m a k ­ 
ing his fortune, the m an initiating 
new' projects, the m an staying in bus­ 
iness, the m an adven tu rin g in new' 
business.” 
This class is the one tha t is c a rry­ 
ing the load of presen t tax ation, a c­ 
cording to treasu ry officials. 
T he rich 
are finding w ays of legal evasion. 
“The present law is 
wrong prin­ 
cipally, because its burdens are dis­ 
proportionate,” 
said 
W inston. 
“It 
seem s to m ake the w ealthy pay. 
It 
does nothing of the kind. 
The burden 
is borne, not by wealth, but by those 
endeavoring to m ak e w ealth, the pro­ 
ducer.” 
W inston 
pointed 
o ut tha t w here 
w ealth has been accum ulated, there 
are “ m eans to avoid tax es,” but for 
w ealth in the m aking “the re Is no es­ 
cape from the 
burden.” 
He 
m en­ 
tioned a n u m ber of w ays in 
which 
tax es may be evaded aside from the 
purchase of tax -ex em pt securities, of 
which there a re now over $ 13,000,000.- 
000 outstanding. 
“T he resulting shift 
of the tax burden is clearly show n in 
our 
statistics,” 
W inston 
rema rked. 
“T he higher su rtax brackets contain 
year by year a sm all proportion 
o f the 
lotal income reported. Not tha t there 
are as m any large fortunes a s before, 
hut these fortunes have been 
driv en 
o ways 
of 
avoiding 
a ta x a ble in­ 
come.”

m any cases, prom ised the m ost ex ­

w ages and o ther equally 
fictitious inducem ents. 
“ if they are so unsophisticated as 
to have paid a sufficient pa rt of the 
;um dem anded before actually land ­ 
ing they are likely to be left stra n d e d 
in the 
ad joining 
territo ry through 
which they w ere to have passed, such 
as Mex ico or Cuba.

Quincy . MAss., is preparing for tlie 
centennial observance <>f the first rail­ 
road built and operated in the United 
States, a line from West Quincy to 
tidewater at Neponset, over which was 
transported the g ranite used In the 
building of Bunker Hill monument, the 
New York Sun reports. 
The Quincy road is g enerally ac­ 
cepted as the first American railway . 
It was planned 100 y ears ag o, when 
the Bunker Hill monument was under 
consideration, and ft urns opened Octo­ 
ber 7, 1820. 
Its ties were of g ranite, 
its rails were of pine and oak covered 
with flat bars of iron, and the cars 
were drawn by horses. 
It was three 
miles long . 
In the century since the 
construction of tills road the railway 
mileag e 
of 
the United States 
has 
g rown to 205,000 miles. 
In the consideration of the develop­ 
ment of the railway as a means of 
public transportation railroad men are 
not 
ag reed as to 
the 
date 
which 
marked its beg inning . 
While they do 
not doubt that the iron rail came in 
with 
the Quincy railway , many of 
them believe that the most important 
feature of this development was the In­ 
troduction of the locomotive. 
The be­ 
g inning of the steam railway is usually 
dated from the opening of the Stock­ 
ton and Darling ton railroad to traffic 
in 1825. 
It was at least four y ears 
later before the locomotive appeared 
In America, the first arrival being the 
Stroubridg e Lion, built in Eng land and 
tried out on an iron track from Car- 
bondale to Honesdale, I’a. 
It was 
not a complete success. 
In 1830 the development of railroad 
transportation actually beg an. 
In that 
y ear the first reg ular train service was 
inaug urated and the locomotive was 
successfully operated. 
The Baltimore 
& 
Ohio 
had 
been 
Incorporated, 
a 
South Carolina railroad had been char­ 
tered as “a steam railroad to be oper­ 
ated by locomotives for public service,” 
and the West Point foundry was mak­ 
ing as g ood locomotives as the Eng ­ 
lish foundries. 
In 1830 there were 23 miles of rail­ 
way In operation: ten y ears afterward 
—an era of feverish activity and wide­ 
spread Interest 
in 
railroad develop­ 
ment—the number of miles had g rown 
to 2,818.

less fertile and which hatch poorly . In 
other words, forced production by ar­ 
tificial lig ht plan mukes weak breeders.

Chev iots and Features 
You Should Know About 
About this time of y ear, when one is 
' looking for warm, compact cloth for 
outdoor wear, chev iot on the counter 
is a positiv e inspiration, say s the Kan 
sas City Star. 
Now, although y ou may hear the 
term chev iot quite indiscriminately up 
plied to nearly any sort of heav y , 
i rough-finished woolen material, true 
j chev iot is quite a definite thing. 
It i> 
a worsted or woolen material mam: 
factored from “ chev iot” or “ pulled 
wool,” slightly felted, and with short 
ev en nap. 
The worsted chev iots art- 
made from combed y arn, and come in 
both plain and fancy effects. 
Tin 
woolen chev iots are made of carded 
I y arn, often with shoddy or cotton in 
its makeup. 
Woolen chev iots come In 
both twill and plain weav es. 
Whatev er the grade of chev iot y ou 
buy , the distinctiv e feature of the 
cloth is its finish. 
This may be either 
“ rough” or “ close.” but the chev iot in 
the truest sense has the rough finish. 
The process of finishing chev iot is 
practically the same, howev er, regard­ 
less of whether it Is to he “ close” or 
rough” surface. The cloth is washed 
just after it leav es the loom, and then 
“ pulled” —shrunk both in length am! 
breath. 
This “ pulling” process giv es 
the 
cloth 
its 
characteristic 
heav y , 
dense effect. 
The material is then 
gigged" or napped, and taken to the 
shearing machine, where the long, ir­ 
regular nap is cut down ev enly . 
The 
j closeness with which the nap is cut 
determines whether the cloth is to 
i hav e a rough or a close finish. 
You will know real wool chev iot by 
this hairy surface. It is usually wov en 
in twill weav e, and appears somewhat 
like serge. 
If y ou are in doubt as to 
whether the cloth is woolen, howev er, 
pull out some of these threads, and trv 
on them the usual tests for wool. The 
simplest of these is to burn a thread— 
if It burns slowly , and with a disagree­ 
able odor, the thread Is wool, if It 
burns more quickly , with less smell 
and a brighter flame, It is cotton. 
Wool chev iot is ex ceedingly durable 
If y ou buy it In a good quality . But if 
y ou buy a cheap chev iot it not only 
looks cheap from tlie first, but the 
hairs soon pull out and wear off, and 
the cloth becomes actually ragged. 
Chev iot, at its best, is an Ideal suit 
material, and y ou cannot make a bet- 
ter choice for y our street costume. 
You can buy the cloth in patterns of 
light stripes or small checks.

As 
the tire is b eing constantly deflected 
b y contact with the road, the v ariou- 
piles, or layers, which compose th*» 
tire, do not act uniformly. Consequent 
ly there is more or less motion b e 
tween them, that results in friction 
and heat 
The greater the change in shape in 
tire as it contacts with the road the 
greater will b e the friction. Of course, 
the more the tire is inflated, the less 
will b e the deflection; b ut it is ev ident 
that while a perfectly rigid tire would 
generate b ut little heat it would faii 
In giv ing edsy riding. 
Hence, on-- 
must put up with some heating anu 
consequent tire wear.
